F any ask a Reaſon, why I ſend this lender 
Y Piece abroad, after I have Compiled and Pub- 
liſhed a larger Treatiſe of Accomprantihip, 
my Anſwer 1s :

Friends, who have importuned me to it. 

2. I eſteem this more proper for the Perſons for 
whoſe Ule it is deſigned, (viz, Receivers and Bay- 
liffs of a middle Capacity) than my Former, or a- 
ny other larger Volume. 

. As it is intended for General Uſe, ſo I have 
endeavoured that both the Book, and the Skill, may 
be purchaſed at a Moderate Rate. 

I preſume, moſt Perſons, who either manage or 
rent a Farm of 1001. a Year, or upwards, have had 
ſuch Education in their Youth, as with a little pains 
raking, will make them competent Maſters of this 
Method, wherein I have ſtudied Plainneſs and Bre- 
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vity : And 1 doubt not, but if ſuch Farmers and 
others would addi themſelves to keep an Accompr 
of their own Concerns, they would find their ſpare 
Hours berter imployed, and more Momies laved by 
frequent examining and muling upon their Incomes, 
and Expences, than thole who neglect fuch ;a nex 
ceſſary Execcile.
